In front of the in- 
strument. which is in a front window, 
is a placard averring that paipotnal mo- 
tion is attained by the radiometer, the 
invention of 1'rof. William CrookcB, V. 
15. S., of Loiidou, The claim is an ci- 
Bggeratiou. as tlie radiometer moves 
ouly when struck by rays of light, and 
is therefore no more perpetual motion 
than ia a windmill. The instrument 
moves by the attractive and repulsive 
power of light, and by menus of n deli- 
cate scale can, it it said, be made to 
weigh light to the one-uiilliouth part of 
a grain. The radiometer consists of 
four pith discs, black on one sids and 
white on the other, fastened at ono eud 
of four arms that nre connected with B 
metal or jewel point iu the center. This 
point spins iu a glass cup at the top of 
a rod which is fastened iu nu upright 
position iu which the maker says is a 
perfect vacuum. This vacuum is the 
interior of A glass Teasel shaped like ni: 
inverted or very flat thermouwtrical 
tub*, the four discs revolving in tho bulb 
at the top. The light striking ou the 
white surfaces of the discs attracts 
them, and striking on the back aides 
repcis them, »o that the four discs re- 
volve like the sails of a windmill. In 
the strong sunlight they move with imch 
rapiditv as to bo uudistingmsa?We ; in 
reflecting light their motion is much 
slower.
